REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Generally, an 
effort in obtaining optical path difference between two light beams, split from an original 
light beam, at a value of not less than the coherence length of the original light beam, is 
known in the art such as taught in Rasmussen et al, Kurtz et al. Fan et al, and 
Obenschain et al ( art cited in PTO-892 ), for example. The purpose of the effort is to 
reduce or suppress speckle noise, resulting in uniform spatial intensity at an illumination 
plane. However, none of the references mentioned above, and of the remaining 
references cited teaches or fairly suggests the same characteristic with, specifically, a 
polarized light that must, first, be equally divided into P-polarized and S-polarized light 
components by a polarized light rotation means, and then, separated by a polarized 
light separation means. 

No obvious motivation is seen in the direction from the general to the specific as 
pointed out above, it is to be concluded that the present invention distinguishes over the 
art of record.
